BAKERSFIELD, Oct. 4 — Ray 
Arnett, Republican candidate for 


Congress, said this week the 
whitewash job done by the Demo- 
cratic investigating committees in 
the Billie Sol Estes case ‘“‘illus- 
trates dramatically the need for a 
Republican Congress.’’

NEW BOOKS 


Novels with a California set- 
ting are always interesting to our 
patrons. We offer you four new 
ones this week, the most import- 
ant of which is THE SHATTER- 
ED GLASS, by Jean Ariss. This 
powerful novel, written from a 
woman’s viewpoint, is a glimpse 
into the life of an alcoholic very 
far gone, but perhaps not too far 
gone to save. At least, that is 
what the woman who loves him 
thinks, as she immerses herself 
completely in his plight, neglect- 
ing her two children for her love. 
The action, in violent ups and 
downs, anguished, loving and des- 
perate, is intensified by the direct, 
simple writing and by the auth- 
or’s device of stripping all the 
names from her characters. The 
scene is a California artists’ col- 
ony. 

A remarkable first novel, 
JEENEY RAY, by Iris Dornfeld, 
has some obscure California hills 
for its setting. This is a novel 
that tears at the heart with its 
portrayal of a spastic girl gifted 
with a fine mind and a dreaming 
imagination, but nearly doomed 
by the people around her, who 
think her a half-wit and who do 
In a 
horror-filled sequence set in a 
small, grimy hotel where she is 
working as a maid, she is falsely 
branded as a prostitute, a black- 
mailer, and a murderer, She is, 
of course, eventually rescued from 
her tormentors by someone who 
understands. Written as if through 
the young girl’s eyes, in a clear, 
poetic style and with delicacy in 
spite of the sordid situations. 

Set in the fabulous city of San 
Francisco is THE SAN FRANCIS- 
CANS, by Niven Busch, author of 
CALIFORNIA STREET which was 
published in 1959. The novel 
concentrates on the story of Laura 
Yarnum, the young and attractive 
widow of a great San Franeisco 
banking magnate, who falls in 
love with the man she has every 
reason to hate. Gavin Courtney, 
a shanty Irish lawyer on the way 
up, sues the’ Yarnum family bank 
on a clever technicality. He also 
falls in love with Laura who ap- 
parently loathes him and the day 
he wins the case they become lov- 
ers. “But since both pride them- 
selves on their business acumen, 
they are unable to handle their 
personal relationship with equal 
finesse . . . The legal and finan- 
cal transactions are interesting 
and lend weight to the story. 

Beverly Hills is the scene of 
Margaret Millar’s latest mystery 
story titled HOW LIKE AN 
ANGEL. A very tricky plot, ex- 
tremely well done.
